office and was escorted back to his 
home. 
The troops that accompanied 
him were compelled to force their 
way through the crowds that had 
gathered and wTere jeered on every 
jand. 
An armed guard was left to protect 
the Venezuelan consulate and another 
guard was stationed at the consul s 
residence. Other troops continued pa­ 
trolling the city.

WANT BANNER TAKEN DOWN 


Did Not Visit Mr. Bryan. 
Although William R. Hearst of New 
York arrived here and his room in 
the hotel was not far from that of 
Mr. Bryan, neither of the men pai«l 
the slightest attention to the other. 
They did not meet during the day and 
no messages were exchanged. 
Although Governor John A. John­ 
son of Minnesota was at the Annex, 
where William J. Bryan was staying, 
the governor did not call on the Demo­ 
cratic nominee for president. 
Although dispatches from St. Paul 
had told how’ Governor Johnson had 
had an invitation to call at Fairview 
and how the governor was going to 
take valuable time from his lyceura 
engagements to go on the stump for 
Bryan, Governor Johnson did not seem 
inclined to anticipate the Fairview call 
by visiting Mr. Bryan at Chicago.

emphatically believe that the whole 
American people should subscribe to 
what 
you call 
your ‘practical 
pro­ 
gramme for peace;’ that is, to the doc­ 
trine that we provide adequate arma­ 
ment to protect us against all aggres­ 
sion, and at the same time strive for 
the effective arbitration of any and 
all disputes that may arise between 
us and foreign powers, where it is 
possible to submit to arbitration.

President Roosevelt’s letter to Mr. 
Davis accepting the honorary presi­ 
dency was made public by Hayne 
Davis, former president of the league. 
It follows: 
“I am in receipt of your letter en­ 
closing notice of my election as first 
honorary 
president 
of 
the 
Peace 
league and gladly accept, for I most 
emphatically believe that the whole 
American people should subscribe to 
what you call your ’practical pro­ 
gramme for peace;’ that is, to the doc­ 
trine that we provide adequate arma­ 
ment to protect us against all aggres­ 
sion, and at the same time strive for 
the effective arbitration of any and 
all disputes that may arise between 
us and foreign powers, where it is 
possible to submit to arbitration. In 
other words, I cordially sympathize 
with your announced purpose to se­ 
cure present protection for the nation, 
and at the same time make as rapid 
progress as possible toward permanent 
world peace. 
As you well say, we 
should have an unquestionably supe­ 
rior power in our own possessions and 
in the waters adjacent thereto in the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans; and we 
should also do everything possible to 
secure agreements with all govern­ 
ments to respect each other’s terri­ 
tory and sovereignty and arbitrate all 
other questions.

N ew Equitable Life B u ild in g to Have 
Sixty-tw o Stories. 
The new’ building for the Equitable 
Life Assurance society to be erected 
In New York city will not only be the 
tallest office building iu the wTorld, but 
It will occupy the most expensive site 
on W’h ie h a skyscraper has ever been 
erected, the value of the block on 
which the present building stands be­ 
ing estimated at from $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000. 
The astonishing feature Is that this 
great new structure represents no ulti­ 
mate attainment In the architect’s art. 
It can fie done and that most easily. 
It will be fireproof, rust proof, earth­ 
quake proof, bomb proof—one might 
almost say shell proof, says Harper’s 
Weekly. 
Its life has been calculated 
at about 5,000 years. 
That is to say, 
generations hence, when the world has 
perceptibly grown older, when we have 
become a warless, co-operative race 
with larger skulls and few’er teeth and 
gentler manners, w’hen the rigors of 
the new glacial epoch shall have piled 
arctic glaciers down the valley of the 
Hudson, the new Equitable building 
will still stand upon the block bounded 
by Broadway, Nassau, Cedar and Pine 
streets. 
Inspection of the plans for the new’ 
edifice were recently begun in the 
building department of the city of New’ 
York. 
These plans alone fill a large 
volume of fifty-eight pages, and each 
sheet must be gone over separately, in 
order that the officials may see that 
all the requirements of the building 
laws have been complied with. 
This 
task alone will occupy a period of sev­ 
eral weeks. 
According to the plans filed, the new’ 
Equitable building will closely resem­ 
ble the Metropolitan Life’s structure. 
These plans provide for a main build­ 
ing of thirty-four stories, 489 feet high, 
w hich will be more than twice as high 
as the main building of the Metropoli­ 
tan or of the Singer company. 
The 
main building will have a frontage of 
167 feet 011 Broadway, 152 feet on 
Nassau street and 804 and 312 on Pine 
and Cedar streets reepectively. Above 
this main building the tower will rise 
to a distance of 420 feet, making the 
total height 909 feet. 
There will be 
twenty-eight stories 
in 
the 
tower, 
which will be surmounted by a cupola. 
This tow’er will be In two sections, 
one section extending from the thirty- 
fourth to the forty-ninth stofy and 
the other, a smaller one, rising from 
the 
forty-ninth 
to 
the 
flfty-eigbth 
■tory. 
The main cupola will extend 
four stories above this. 
The general 
appearance of the entire structure will 
be that of a castle built from square 
blocks by some giant baby. The cost 
of the new building ie estimated at 
$10,000,000.

The state game farm near Auburn 
is now the busiest place in Illinois. 
Already in July 8,000 baby birds have 
made their appearance, and in the 
next few days 2,000 more are expect­ 
ed. Mother birds are sitting patiently 
on that number of eggs, and every 
day another is made happy by the ar­ 
rival of chicks. 
Thirty thousand eggs of game birds 
were placed last spring at the farm. 
They included pheasants, native quail, 
ducks, turkeys and all other kinds of 
game that inhabit the state. In addi­ 
tion to the eggs w’hlch were placed 
under the hens at the farm, the game 
warden, 
Dr. J. 
A. Wheeler, 
sent 
throughout the state 80,000 eggs for 
private use. 
The farm is now pro­ 
ducing from 900 to 1,000 eggs a day 
from the 1.400 hens. 
“Game birds 
in Illinois 
came 
through the winter remarkably well,” 
said Dr. Wheeler. “We have had the 
most encouraging reports from every 
section of the state. The pheasant is 
proving itself to be an ideal bird for 
illinois.

Two years later he made this en­ 
try In his diary: “Troubled, about 3 
In the morning, with my wife’s calling 
her maid up and, rising herself, to go 
with her coach abroad to gather May 
dew, which she did, and I troubled for 
It for fear of any hurt going abroad so 
betimes happening to her, but I to 
sleep again. She came home about 6.”

1 he origin of the Olympic games goes 
back to the time of mythology. Credit 
for their foundation was given by the 
ancient Greeks to the Idaean Hercules, 
not the mythological athlete, but the 
demigod who was preeent at the birth 
of Zeus himself. 
The human origin 
of the games, however, is placed in the 
ninth century before Chrlat. 
They 
were reorganized, it was said, at the 
bidding of the oracle of Delphi and 
made a national festival. 
It wus not until H. C. 776, however, 
that the records of the Olympic vic­ 
tors commenced to be kept. The games 
took place in the last full moon of the 
summer solstice and lasted for five 
days. 
The competitions were open 
°nly to tree born Greeks of unstained 
character. 
Barbarians could be pres­ 
ent to watch the games, but no wo­ 
men were allowed to be spectators ex­ 
cept the El can priestess of Liemeter. 
Before they were allowed to enter 
the games the athletes had to sw*ear 
that they had undergone the training 
of ten months which was prescribed 
and that they would obey the Olym­ 
pic laws.
